The applicants' statement concluding that "the titanium compounds of Ishiguro are not used as an active 
component of a polyurethane composition" is not convincing since Ishiguro in col. 2, lines 26- 29 teaches that titanium- 
based catalyst also develops catalytic activity for urethanization reaction. Additionally it is reasonable to assume, unless 
proved to be otherwise, that the titanium compounds of Ishiguro should work equally effectively as catalysts in a 
polyurethane coating composition as they do for esterifi cation..
